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LATE  CABLES 


Australian  wheat  and  flour  exports  from  Eec ember  1,  1952  to 
February  22,  1933  total  56,625,000  bushels  of  which  29,350,000  went 
to  the  Orient,  principally  China.     Prices  have  held  generally  steady 
since  the  middle  of  January.    Harvest  was  delayed  by  rains  in  South 
Australia  which  caused  lowered  quality  and  yield.     (Agricultural  Com- 
missioner Paxton,  Sydney,  February  28. ) 

Soviet  government  announces  seed  loans  to  collective  farms  in 
the  important  Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus  regions,  admitting  heavy  crop 
losses  due  to  unfavorable  weather  last  summer.    Tractor  repairing  up 
to  February  20  was  reported  as  45  per  cent  complete  or  about  the  same 
as  a  year  ago.     (Agricultural  Attache  Sxeere,  Berlin,  parch  2.)

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BREAD  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  oread  grain  information 

New  official  winter  wheat  acreage  estimates  for  Spain,  Rumania, 
Morocco  and  Tunis  make  for  almost  no  net  change  in  the  total  wheat  area 
reported  for  harvest  in  the  20  northern  Hemisphere  countries  now  reporting. 
The  total  remains  about  1  per  cent  below  last  year  outside  of  Russia  where 
a  large  reduction  in  winter  sowings  occurred.     See  a.creage  statement  and 
table  on  following  page.    The  second  official  estimate  of  the  1932-33  Argen- 
tine wheat  crop  is  placed  at  235,378,000  bushels,   an  increa.se  of  about 
4,000,000  bushels  over  the  first  estimate  (December  10)  and  compares  with 
a  crop  of  219,696,000  bushels  last  year.    Wintry  weather  was  again  reported 
in  Europe  with  much  snow  during  late  February. 

World  wheat  shipment s  for  the  week  ended  February  25  decreased  to 
about  15,000,000  bushels  from  the  record  movement  of  17,700,000  of  the 
previous  week  but  were  still  above  the  average  of  recent  weeks.  Australian 
shipments  jumped  to  nearly  3,000,000,  the  largest  weekly  movement  of  the 
current  season  from  that  country.    World  shipments  for  the  first  8  weeks 
of  1933  averaged  a  little  over  15, COO , CO (  bushels  weekly  or  practically  the 
same  as  those  reported  during  the  same  period  la.st  year.    For  the  season 
July  1,   1932  to  February  18,  1933,  however,  world  shipments  are  placed  at 
around  106,000,000  bushels  or  22  per  cent  less  than  during  the  corresponding 
period  last  year.     See  shipment  table,  page  235   this  issue. 

European  market  conditions 

Continental  markets  generally  were  quiet  during  the  week  ended 
February  21,  though  those  of  central  Europe  were  more  active,  according  to 
radioed  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    The  French 
market  was  reported  quiet  and  prices  were  slightly  weaker  during  the  last 
part  of  the  week.    Markets  of  northern  Italy  were  weaker;  however,  only 
small  supplies  of  soft  wheat  were  reported  in  the;  southern  regions.  Czecho- 
slovak! an  markets  were  fairly  active  and  firmer.     The  Austrian  market  was 
quiet  but  demand  for  imported  wheat  was  active.    Due  to  the  announcement 
of  new  protective  measures  the  German  market  continued  firm.     The  spot  price 
of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  February  22  was  31-27  compared  with  $1.24  the 
week  previous .    Rye  prices  were  $.94  and  $.93  respectively* for  the  2  weeks. 

Winter  wheat  acreage  and  crop  conditions 

The  total  winter  wheat  area,  sown  in  the  fall  of  1932  in  20  countries 
now  reported  is  143,552,000  acres  which  is  99  per  cent  of  the  area,  sown  in 
those  same  countries  in  the  fall  of  1931.    A  slight  reduction  is  indicated 
in  the  acreage  in  Spain,  from  11,189,000  acres  sown  in  the  fall  of  1931  for 
the'  1932  harvest  to  11,057,000  acres  sewn  in  the  fall  of  1932.    An  official 
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estimate  from  tit.  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  of  t'ne  winter  wheat 
area  in  Euraania  places  it  at  6,084,000  acres,  approximately  103  per  cent  of 
the  area  sown  in  the  fall  of  1931.     The  estimate  of  .5,861,000  acres  pre- 
viously carried  was  of  sowings  up  to  November  30.     Morocco  shows  an  increase 
of  15  per'  cent  over  last  pear's  acreage  while  Tunis  has  dropped  to  75.5  per 
cent  of  the  wheat  area  sown  in  the  fall  of  1931.

FEED  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  feed  info rmat ion 

Official  estimates  of  the  "barley  acreage  for  harvest  in  1933  in 
Spain  and.  Tunis  snow  reductions  from  last  year  while  the  area  in  Morocco 
has  increased  to  practically  record  proportions.     The  Spanish  "barley  acre- 
age is' placed  at  4,599,000  acres,  a  decrease  of  5  per  cent  from  last  year's 
sown  area, but  is  larger  with  that  exception  than  in  any  previous  year.  In 
French  North  Africa,  the  Tunisian  area  i§.  estimated  at  791,000  acres,  only 
53  per  cent  of  last  year's  area  and  the  smallest  since  1924;  the  area  sown 
in  Morocco,  however,  is  placed  at  3,410,000  acres,  an  increase  of  about  16 
per  cent  ever  last  year.     Only  one  estimate  of  oats  area  was  received  and 
that  was  the  small  one  of  Tunis  -  69,000  acres  or  20  per  cent  less  than 
last  year,  and  with  that  exception  the  smallest  in  recent  years. 

In  Argentina  the  conditions  for  the  growing  corn  crop  are  reported 
to  have  improved  recently,  "but  yields  in  districts  of  early  harvest  are 
said  to  be  very  irregular.     Expo  rt  s  of  corn  from  Argentina  during  the  week 
.ended  February  18  amounted  to  a  little  over  2,000,000  bushels.     The  offi- 
cial estimate  of  exportable  surplus  on  January  18  was  15,400,000  bushels  and 
during  the  month  following  over  12,000,000  bushels  were  exported.  Exports 
from  the  new  crop  are  not  expected  to  move  in  volume  until  April  and  May. 

Even 
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considering  the  official  production  and  carryover  estimates  as  conserva- 
tive, remaining  supplies  would  appear  to  "be  rather  limited.'  For  tables 
showing  c\irrent  feed  grain  trade  and  prices,  see  page  282. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1932  oats  crop  in  Northern  Ireland  is 
placed  at  20,203,000  "bushels,  which  is  an  increase  of  nearly  28  per  cent 
over  the  1931  production  of  15, 827, 000 bushels. 


RICE 

Germany  maintains  interest  in  American  rice 

Prospects  are  favorable  for  a  continuance  of  the  improved  German 
trade  in  American  polished  rice,  "barring  official  restrictions,  accord- 
ing to  Consul  John  H.  Bruins  at  Hamburg..    Ge^nan  rice  millers  are  re- 
ported to  "be  petitioning  for  protection  against  imports  of  polished  rice- 
Total  German  imports  of  polished  rice  from' the  United  States  reached 
54,509,000  pounds  in  1932  against  49,074,000  pounds  in  1931.     The  posi- 
tion of  the  United  states  in  the  German  rice  trade  was  well  maintained 
with  respect  to  other  sources  of  supply.    American  rice  was  of  satis- 
factory quality,  practically  all  business  "being  done  on  type  samples. 


COTTON    ■'  / 

European  cotton  markets  very  qrdet 

Demand  for  raw  cotton  at  Liverpool  was  very  quiet  during  the  week 
eroded  February  24  and  price  quotations  of  most  foreign  descriptions  were 
slightly  below  those  of  a  week  earlier.    American  middling  at  7.03  cents 
a  pound  was'  off  7  points  for  the  week  and  compared  with  8.4  cents  for  the 
same  time,  la.st  year.     See  -price  table,  page  285.  .     Cloth  sales  at  Manchester 
continued  less  than  -production  with  Indian  buyers  inactive  and  the  China 
outlook  very  uncertain.     Buyers  througho'at  the  market  appeared  to  lack 
confidence  as  a  result  of  disturbing  foreign  developments.    A  general  lack 
of  confidence  also  characterized  the  cotton  trade  at  Havre,    price  fixing 
was  slow.     At  Bremen  spinners  were  inactive. 

Japan  shows  less  interest  in  raw  cotton 

Cotton  mills  in  Japan  were  showing  little  interest  in  forward  pur- 
chases of  raw  material  late  in  February,  according  to  radioed  advices  of 
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February  28  from  Consul  Donovan  at  Kobe.    American  spot  cotton  prices 
declined  2  per  cent  from  January  23  to  February  22  while  Indian  Oomra 
declined  9  per  cent  in  the  same  period.     Dullness  in  the  raw  cotton  market 
developed  in  January  and  uncertainty  with  respect  to  world  political  situa- 
tion caused  all  "branches  of  the  trade  to  pursue  a  cautious  policy.  The 
tone  of  market  also  was  affected  by  a  slackening  in  demand  for  yarn  and 
piece  goods,  and  the  weight  of  heavy  raw  cotton  purchases  during  the  past 
6  months. 


Yarn  production  reached  record  levels  in  January.    Yarn  prices  declinec 
so  sharply  as  to  virtually  eliminate  spinners  profits.     Spot  yarn  prices 
dropped  12  per  cent  while  futures  went  down  10  per  cent  in  the  period 
indicated.    Piece  goods  exports  fell  off  sharply  in  January.  produc- 
tion also  declined  slightly  "but  the  level  of  output  was  considered  as 
still  satisfactory  in  vi  ew  of  the  large  number  of  holidays  in  that  month. 
Weavers  are  reported  booked  to  capacity  until  the  end  of  March,  but  there 
are  a,    number  of  cancellations  reported. 

Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan  cotton  area  below  last  year 

The  official  1932-53  Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan  cotton  acreage  estimate 
for  the  month  of  December  1932,  issued  January  23,  1933,  is  placed  at 
324,430.'    .  acres  as  compared  with  the  December  1931  estimate  of  335,634 
acres  and  with  335,858  acres,  the  final  figure  for  last  season,  according 
to  a  report  received  from  Cotton  Specialist  P.K.  Norris  at  Cairo.     Of  the 
irrigated  cotton,  the  G-ezira  area,  which  produces  Sakellari di  s,  is  reported 
at  202,374  acres,   compared  with  201,350  acres  the  December  1931  and  the 
final  1931-32  estimate.    The  toted  estimate  for  the  irrigated  Sakellari dis 
is  257,875  acres.     The  American  Upland  irrigated  cotton  is  placed  at  11,688 
acres,  while  the  total  area  for  the  American  rain-grown  is  reported  at 
44,867  acres.    Picking  for  this  season  has  commenced  according  to  the  Decem- 
ber report. 

Egyptian  cotton  arrivals  at  Al_gxandria  smaller 

The  total  arrivals  of  Egyptian  cotton  from  the  interior  at  Alexan- 
dria for  the  1932-33  season  (September  1,  1932  to  February  1,  1933)  were 
756,533  bales  of  478  pounds,  while  for  the  same  period  of  1931-32  1,041,891 
bales  arrived,   according  to  a  recent  report  from  P.K.  lT0rris,  Cotton 
Specialist  at  Cairo.    The  total  exports  from  Alexandria  for  this  season 
are  reported  at  561,000  bales  while  for  the  same  period  of  the  1931-32  sea- 
son 735,000  bales  were  exported.      Stocks  at  Alexandria  on  January  31,  1933 
mere  879,000  bales,  while  at  the  close  of  business  January  31,  1932  they 
were  1,149,000  bales.     This  included  the  Government  as  well  as  the  free 
stocks. 
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TOBACCO 

Europe an  tobacco  consumption  declines 

Further  declines  in  the  European  consumption  of  leaf  tobacco  frcm 
the  United  States  are  expected  in  1933,  according  to  Tobacco  Specialist 
J-  B.  Eutson  at  Berlin.     However,   stocks  have  teen  reduced  and  should 
industrial  activity  in  Europe  show  substantial  improvement  during  the  last 
half  of  1933,   the  European  demand  for  the  1933  crop  may  be  improved  ever 
tha/t  of  the  present  season.     It  is  estimated  that  the  consumption  ef  all 
types  from  the  United  States  during  the  current  calendar  year  will  be 
between  265, COO ,000  and  275,000,800  pounds  compared  with  285,000,000  pounds 
in  1932,  309,000,000  pounds  in  1931  and  335,000,000  pounds  in  193C.  The 
European  consumption  of  tobacco  from  the  United  States  increased  materially 
from  1913  to  1%20  but  declined  during  the  following  years  and  in  1925  was 
near  ore-war  levels.     luring  the  period  from  1925  to  13.30,  total  consumption 
did  not  greatly  change,  increases  in  the  flue-cured  types  almost  offsetting 
declines  in  most  other  types.     See  release  F ,  S .  T-62,  February  28,  1933,

LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  TOOL 

Argentine  cattle  and  beef  ^slaughter  down  in  1933;  hogs  up 

Total  cattle  slaughter  in  Argentina  ^as  down  1.6  per  cent  in  1932 
from  1931  levels,  according  to  Vice  Consul  J.  C.  Shillock  at  Buenos  Aires. 
Sheep  sla.ughter  declined  2.8  per  cent,  but  hog  killings  advanced  10.9  per 
cent  in  1952.     Killings  of  cattle  at  freezing  and  chilling  works  were  down 
3.6  per  eent .     See  detailed  figures  in  the  table  on  page  279. 


AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  AGAIN  DECLINE 

United  States  exports  of  agricultural  products  again  declined  dur- 
ing the  month  of  January  1933,  the  index  standing  at  97,  and  with  one  ex- 
ception the  lowest  January  index  since  1913.    For  all  the  principal  farm 
products  except  cotton  the  decline  was  even  more  pronounced,  the  index 
■amounting  to  the  lowest  January  index  since  191o  ""hen  this  compilation 

was  started  and    8  points  belo^  the  index  for  the  same  month  a  year  age. 
Foreign  buying  of  American  cotton  was  well  maintained  even  though  exports 
fell  below  the  unusually  heavy  exports  of  the  three  preceding  months  and 
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were  also  under  the  January  exoorts  of  the  preceding  year.     Sales  to  Euro- 
pean markets  "both  for  the  month  and  the  season  were  larger  than  during  the 
corresponding  periods  a  year  ago,  "but  this  increase  was  partially  offset  by 
smaller  shioments  to  the  Ear  East.     Total  exports  of  cotton  for  the  seven 
months  ended  January  31  -?ere  materially  above  those  for  the  same  period  of 
1931-32. 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  continued  to  decline,  the  total  for 
January  amounting  to  only  3,313,000  bushels,  the  lowest  monthly  export 
in  over  20  years.     Sales  of  Farm  Board  wheat  to  Brazil  accounted  for 
1,022,000  bushels,  ^hich  were  greater  than  our  total  exports  to  Europe. 
Total  exoorts  so  far  this  season,  July  1,  1932- January  30,  1933,  amounted 
to  31,950,000  bushels  or  but  little  more  than  one- third  of  the  total 
exported  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1931-32. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  exports  of  cured  pork,  which  ex- 
ceeded the  orevious.,  minimum  by  only  a  small  margin  and  trie  index  for  lard 
was  198,  the  second /Jahuary  index  since  1924.    Tith  the  exception  of  January 
a  year  ago  exports  of  tobacco  ^ere  lo*7er  than  any  corresponding  month  since 
1918.     Fruits  showed  more  than  the  usual  seasonal  decline  ;~hen  compared 
vith  other  recent  years,  the  index  amounting  to  267  as  against  399  and  329 
during  January,  1931  and  1932  respectively.     The  growing  importance  of 
fruit  in  our  exnort  trade  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  so  far  this  season, 
July  1,  193 2- January  31,  1933,  exports  of  fruit  have  ranked  nsxt  to  cotton, 
exceeding  in  value  not  only  leaf  tobacco  dad  wheat  including  flour  but  also 
meat  and  meat  products.
